The relations of these chiefs with 
the whites have long been very pleasant, 
and it was hoped that.they would with- 
stand all temptations to revolt. Unfor- 
tunately Tippu Tib is at Zanzibar. No 
one credits him with any special liking 
for thé whites, but he has a keen eye for 
his own interests, and as the most pow- 
erful and influential Arab in Central Af- 
rica his presence there in the present 
crisis would probably be of great value to 
the Congo State . While his representa- 
tives at Stanley Falls might continue 
friendly it was deemed quite probable 
that Rachid, at the mouth of the Loma- 
mi, would take up the cause of his south- 
ern friends and make great trouble. 

The Congo State at once sent up the 
river all of its native soldiers who could 
be taken from Leopoldville and Bangala. 
It has a strongly fortified post at Basoko, 
at the mouth of the Aruwimi river, and 
hundreds of the Basoko cannibals, who 
chased Stanley down the river, yelling 
“meat, meat,“ now wear the uniform of 
the state. A part of the reinforcements 
have been added to the garrison at Baso- 
ko, and a strong force has also been 
posted at the mouth of the Lomami to 
keep an eye on the movements of Rachid. 

The latest letters from the upper Congo 
are reassuring, and their general effect is 
to show that an extension of the troubles 
further down the river will probably be 
prevented.

the station. The party to which the dead 
woman belonged left Guttenburg, Sweden, 
August 19th, and sailed from Liverpool 
August 27th in the Lord Gaugh. The body 
of the dead woman was admitted to the 
county mergue and placed in a separate 
roam. The clothing was fumigated and 
deposited with it. 

Dr. Garrett said after he bad left the 
hospital that he would not express a definite 
opinion that the woman had died of cholera, 
although he stated that such was the indi- 
cation, as there were strong symptoms of 
that disease.. He wished to be convinced, 
be said, before expressing an official 
opinion.. Dr. Jones was equally conserva- 
tive in his opinion, concluding, however, 
that cholera symptoms were strongly no- 
ticeable. 

It Was Not Cholera. 

There is no cholera in Shicago. 

The health officials-have thoroughly inves- 
tigated the case of the immigrant girl named 
Larson, who died early this morning at the 
county hospital. The autopsy disclosed 
that she had died of a chronic disease from 
which she had been suffering for a long 
time and died of exhaustion. There were 
no indications of cholera whatever. The 
party of immigrants with whom the girl 
came to the city havé been released from 
quarantine, and have proceeded on their 
way west.

Interest on the City’s Deposits. 

The Evening Herald has broached a 
subject which is of the greatest import- 
ance to the taxpayers of Atlanta. 

It is this: Shall one or two or all the 
banks of Atlanta have the use of the city’s 
money without the payment of interest? 
That is a question which should be dis- 
cussed now and decided in the contest 
for mayor which is shortly to take place. 

Ordinarily banks do not pay interest 
on their deposits, but all banking institu- 
tions are willing to pay interest on large 
special deposits where the average amount 
to be held and handled can be readily 
- figured out. Making a rough estimate we 
should place the amount which Aflanta 
keeps on deposit from year’s end to year’s 
end at about $175,000. Occasionally it 
is less; but this, roughly figured, is about 
the average amount. 

Now, can any one inform us why one, 
or two, or three banks should have the 
free use of this money to the exclusion 
of all the other banks? It is not fair 
40 the banks which do not happen to be 
favored, and it is not by any means fair 
to the people. It is a transaction alto- 
gether one-sided, and it lacks the ele- 
ment of business which should character- 
ize the dealings of the city as a corpor- 
ation. b 

The banks do not transact their busi- 
ness in that way. When the city goes to 
them for a loan, even for a short period, 
it is compelled to pay the rate charged 
other customers. There is no favoritism 


shown. The very banks that have the 


free use of the city’s money will not ad- 
vance loans to the city without intérest. 
It is well known that the banks of At- 


lanta are willing to pay from 3 to 4 per 


cent for the use of the city’s money, and 
they would consider it a stroke of bus- 
mess to get hold of the deposit at that 
rate. This being so, why should not the 
people—the taxpayers of the city—take 
advantage of the situation and add $4,000 
or $5,000 to their treasury each year? 

We should like to hear a sound rea- 
son why the city should not be paid in- 
terest on its deposits. The best banks in 
the city are not only willing to pay for 
the use of the city’s money, but willing 
to give ample security. This would put 
an end to the annual struggle of the banks 
for the city’s money, in the election of a 
treasurer, and would enable the banks 
to compete for the privilege of placing 
the money of the city with their deposits. 

Let the money be placed with the bank 
which will pay the highest interest and 
give the best guarantee. That will be 
in the nature of business, and will add a 
snug little sum annually to the city’s 

The people can easily make an issue 
of the matter if they are so disposed. 
They can draw from the different can- 
didates for mayor and council a declara- 
tion as to this branch of their financial 
policy, and thus put them on record. This 
the taxpayers should hasten to do.

The order just issued by Postmaster 
General Wanamaker, authorizing the 
postmasters of free delivery cities, towns 
and rural communities to put up letter 
boxes upon the request of citizens for 
the collection and delivery of mails at 
house doors, is a progressive step deserv- 
ing the highest commendation.

A Chicago correspondent of The Balti- 
more Manufacturers’ Record complains 
that it is exceedingly difficult to get north- 
ern capital for a worthy and profitable 
southern enterprise, although it is com- 
paratively easy to get it for even a wild- 
cat western enterprise. 

This correspondent enumerates various 
tempting money-making opportunities in 
the south and says that even where he 
has shown that a business venture would 


pay as high as 400 per cent in two 


years, with good real estate security for 
the money needed, he found it impossible 
to borrow it. “Now,” says the Chicago 
man, “what is wrong?” 


The Record proceeds to answer the: 


question. It says: 

More than once our attention bas been call- 
ed to these same points which our corres- 
pondent now raises, and we shall endeavor 
to present the reasons for the difficulty whtch 
has been encountered, not only by this cor- 
respondent, but by many other men who have 
endeavored to establish industries in the 
south. The conditions are peculiar, and to 
many who are thoroughly familiar with the 
south, they appear inexplicable. The diffi- 
culty en obtaining money for southern enter- 
prises is due chiefly to the ignorance of the 
great mass of people in this country on all 
matters pertaining to the south. We Kdicule 


the ignorance of the geography of this coun- 


try, as displayed by foreigners, but the ig- 
norance of the majority of the people én the 
north and west concerning the true conditions 
in the south is none the less ridiculous, and 
at the same time it is deeply to be deplored. 
There is a widely prevailing impression in 
the minds of otherwise intelligent people that 
the south Is a vast wilderness, with traces of 
civilization in only a few of the larger cittes. 
There appears to be a very widely prevailing 
impression that the war by which the south 
was deVastated, has only just ended and that 
ruins are still to be seen on every hand. Many 
people who start for their first trip to the south 
from the north or west feel that they are 
taking their lives in their hands, and that 
they ure ang goodby to civilization until 
their return. 

Our contemporary gives some pointed 
instances of this ignorance of southern 
conditions, and our observation leads us 
to believe that the statements are not 
overdrawn. The existence of this state 
of affairs twenty-seven years after the 
war ended shows how hard it is to make 
correct knowledge ‘take the place of mis- 
information, when sectiogal prejudice is

The Telegraph’s report stated that there 
had been over twenty cases, a large pro- 


portion of which had proven fatal. The 
statistics in the hands of the city clerk go 
to show a very different state of affairs. 
Since the Gth of July, when the first 
case of diphtheria was reported to the board 
of health, there have been just thirteen 
cases, all told, within the city limits, and 
of these six patients have died.
